There's No Slowing Spam 

Google's hosted security and archiving 
service provider Postini reports that spam 
volumes in the first quarter of this year 
were roughly 6% higher than the same 
period last year. Even after spam fighters 
managed to sideline 3FN, a service pro- 
vider notorious for supporting botnets, 
spam levels recovered in a matter of 
weeks. The closure of another shady ISP, 
Real Host, only knocked spam on its 
heels for two days. Security firms man- 
aged to stem the tide of spam between 
Q4 2009 and Q1 2010, forcing levels 
down by 1 2%, but year over year, the 
2010 numbers were higher. 





^ Smartphones 

Are Hotter Than Ever 



According to IDC's Worldwide Quarterly Mobile 
Phone Tracker, smartphone shipments grew 
56.7% in Q1 , and the firm believes 201 will be 
another banner year for the handheld devices. 
Nokia shipped the most phones, 21 .5 million, 
followed by RIM, which shipped 10.6 million 
BlackBerrys. Apple shipped 8.8 million iPhones 
in Q1, which represents a 132% rise (the highest 
increase of the bunch) compared to the same pe- 
riod in 2009. HTC shipped 2.6 million phones, 
and Motorola shipped 2.3 million. In total, 54.7 
million smartphones shipped globally in Q1 
2010, up from the 34.9 million devices that 
shipped in Q1 2009. 
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One In Four Households Are Mobile-Only 

The CDC (Centers for Disease Control and Prevention) recently revealed that during 
the last half of 2009, 24.5% of U.S. households relied on a wireless phone only and 
did not subscribe to landline-based phone services. The report also shows that roughly 
52 million adults (22.9%) lived in households with only wireless phones. This repre- 
sents a 4.3% increase compared to the last half of 2008, and the numbers from 2008 
showed a 4.4% increase compared to 2007. Another 1 5% of households had a land- 
line but used a mobile phone the majority of the time. The CDC also reports that ap- 
proximately 2% of households had no telephone service of any kind.

Hot Gadgets 

According to The NPD Group's latest Consumer Technology Household Online 
Penetration Study, some CE categories were more popular with shoppers this 
year. It found a 3% increase in flat-panel TV adoption, and standalone BD 
players grew from 6% in 2009 to 1 1 % in 201 0. Netbooks grew from 4% to 8%. 
Flash camcorders rose from 5% in 2009 to 10% in 2010. Portable navigation 
device adoption also increased from 30% to 40% since last year.

HDTV is practically synonymous with flat-panel TV these 
days. Flat screens are by far the most popular sets on the 
market. New TV technologies are always on the horizon, but 
right now there are three to choose from. Let's go over fac- 
tors about each one that may sway your buying decision. 






LED 

• LED is similar to LCD, but instead of using fluorescent 
backlighting to illuminate the picture, it uses lots of 
small light-emitting diodes. 

• Because these LEDs can dim or turn off where the 
picture is dark, a process called local dimming, 
the screen does a much better job of rendering 
black tones. 

• LED combines most of the advantages of LCD 
with plasma's superior contrast ratio. 

• LED is a much newer, more advanced technology, so 
it comes at a higher price than an equivalent LCD. 

• They best fit a green lifestyle, because they consume 
less power and generate less heat. 



LCD 

• LCD offers by far the widest selection of screen sizes 
and models. 

• The picture is quite bright, so it often has better clarity 
in a well-lit room. 

• LCD TVs don't use glass screens, so there's no 
problem with reflections or glare. 

• One potential drawback is the contrast ratio — the 
range of blackest blacks to whitest whites. Because 
the fluorescent backlighting is always on, LCDs can't 
render pure blacks. 



Plasma 

• Plasma is widely regarded as having a picture most 
like that of a tube TV, with unsurpassed contrast and 
color fidelity. 

• It has the widest viewing angle, so if you have several 
people watching from different locations in the room, 
a plasma will keep everyone happy. 

• Plasma TVs are much heavier than same-sized LCD sets, 
demanding more care and stability for wall-mounting. 

• They consume more power, may emit a buzz at high 
altitudes, and the glass screen can catch a glare from 
light sources.

A New Dimension In Home Entertainment 



"Avatar." "Alice In Wonderland." "Coraline." "Up." The 3D hits are 
coming hard and fast from Hollywood, with the result that movie lovers 
are packing the theaters in droves. 

The big difference with 3D's latest resurgence is that you can now bring the 
technology home with you. In addition to regular programming, with a 30- 
compatible HDTV and special eyewear, you can experience the thrilling im- 
pact of three-dimensional entertainment right in your home theater. 




To see a 3D image on a compatible HDTV, you typically need to wear special eyewear with LCD shutter lenses that change between opaque 
and clear many times per second. Synchronized to the TV, the eyewear displays alternating images for your left and right eyes, creating the illu- 
sion of depth in the picture. 



What Is 3D TV? 

A 3D TV (about $2,000 and up) is an enhanced LED-backlit LCD or plasma HDTV. With a high screen refresh rate, such as 
240Hz, a 3D TV can change its picture fast enough to present two different images for each frame of video. 

The magic happens when you put on compatible eyewear ($149.99 and up). Timed to the 3D TV's refresh rate, the eyewear 
alternately blocks one eye's view while allowing the other to see the picture for an instant. This shutter action happens so 
rapidly that it's practically imperceptible, but it fools your eyes into believing that there's remarkable depth in your movie or 
TV show.

Streaming Basics 

Entertainment From A Distance 



Streaming lets you enjoy a video clip or 
music file on a device even though the 
file is stored on another device, either 
on your home network or across the 
Web. Instead of fully copying the media 
file to your device and then starting to 
play it, streaming generally plays the 
video or song as it downloads. And 
unlike traditional downloading or file 
transfers, streaming doesn't leave a 
copy of the song or movie on your 
device afterward. 



Streaming Examples 

• Certain HDTVs can stream video 
from a networked computer or a 
NAS (network-attached storage) 
device. 

• A Internet-connectable BD (Blu- 
ray Disc) player may display 
streaming movies from an online 
subscription service. 

• Your teen's gaming console may 
be able to play content stored on 
your wirelessly networked laptop.

What You Need 

1 . A device to stream to: 

• Recent game consoles, PCs and HTPCs (home-theater PCs), media 
extenders, set-top boxes, BD players, and HDTVs are all candidates. 

• Noncomputer devices can only stream certain file formats from 
particular sources. 

• On a PC/HTPC, you'll need a free or for-pay media player program and 
a Web browser. 

2. A fast broadband Internet connection and/or a PC or NAS to stream from: 

• Photos, videos, and/or music files are stored on these devices. 

• A free or for-pay media server program can translate your media files into 
the formats your target streaming device can understand. 

3. A network: 

• A wired network (Ethernet or powerline) will generally give you 
the smoothest results. 

• Wi-Fi is vulnerable to interference, but it is easy to set up. 

• Internet congestion and outages can cause online streaming media to 
pause until the data stream resumes.

Everyone wants the most bang for their buck, but it's wise 
to apply that sentiment to the long term. When every 
dollar counts, it's smart to buy home-theater components 
that will last you a long, long time. That means buying 
quality, but it also means buying technologies that won't 
become obsolete anytime soon. Here's a list of examples. 




HT Video Devices 

Your HDTV should support the 
best high-def resolution around. 
Get a 1080p set, which is back- 
ward-compatible with other reso- 
lutions, including 1080i, 720p, 
and480i. 

Your HDTV should also have mul- 
tiple HDMI ports. An HDMI cable 
will give you top-quality video and 
audio, and the newest standard, 
HDMI 1 .4, can even be used with 
3D content. 

A BD player is more future-proof 
than a DVD player, as it can play 
high-def 2D and 3D Blu-ray Discs 
and upconvert DVDs to look their 
best on an HDTV. Also note that a 
3D BD player can play 2D discs. 
Choose a model with an Internet 
connection and BD-Live capability, 
which lets you access updated con- 
tent online and exclusive features. 



HT Audio Devices 

Most BD players can decode (play back) audio stored on BD movies in formats 
such as Dolby Digital Plus, but not all players can handle every format in full sur- 
round sound. It's better to rely on a high-quality multichannel sound system with 
an HDMI 1 .4 connection. Buy an audio receiver with full support for 7.1 -channel 
DTS-HD Master Audio and Dolby Digital TruHD, as it will be backward-compat- 
ible with 5.1 -channel playback and lesser formats such as DTS and Dolby Digital. 

As for a wireless music system from vendors such as Sonos, choose one that's 
expandable with additional receivers, backward- and forward-compatible with 
the manufacturer's add-ons, and comes with free updates. 



Other HT Devices 

Get a DVR that supports HD, so that you can play back recorded high-def 
shows at their top quality. Make sure that your DVR supports an external hard 
drive, so you can add more capacity for recorded programs later. 

A media extender frees up all the photos and videos on your family's PCs and 
lets you stream them to your HDTV. For minimal interruptions, look for a media 
extender that supports the 802.1 1 n standard. 

Some Internet TV set-top boxes and BD players also stream video from down- 
load services such as Netflix and CinemaNow.

Surge Protectors & 
Power Conditioners 



Q 



Why do I need protection against power surges? 

A Your home-theater equipment can be irreparably 
damaged by excess voltage from the fluctuations of 
energy that occur when high-power devices cycle on or 
off. Power surges might also occur because of bad wiring 
and lightning strikes or when the electrical company per- 
forms maintenance. 



QWhat is the difference between a surge protector and 
a power conditioner? 

A Surge protectors monitor the energy coming into 
your equipment to prevent damage from overvoltage. 
Power conditioners monitor voltage and filter out elec- 
tronic noise that can reduce your home theater's audio 
and video quality. 



QHow does a surge protector or power conditioner 
differ from a UPS (uninterruptable power supply)? 

A An uninterruptable power supply protects your 
devices against voltage surges and delivers inter- 
ference-free power to your home theater, but these also 
feature a built-in battery that allows the connected de- 
vices to continue running to give you time to properly 
shut them off.

What is a joule rating? 

Alt's the amount of watts a surge protector or power 
conditioner will be able to absorb over one second 
before it fails. The higher the joule rating, the more excess 
voltage it can stop from reaching your hardware.

What is clean power? 

Power conditioners often use the term "clean power" to 
indicate that they remove and reject electrical noise. A 
power signal filled with noise is often coined "dirty power."

What types of noise can cause interference? 

Power signals can be affected by EMI (electromagnetic 
interference) that leaks out of power cords and devices 
as well as RFI (radio frequency interference) from electronics 
that release radio waves, such as microwaves and radios.

Can I protect my cable TV or antenna signal from 
power spikes and interference? 

Yes, if the surge protector or power conditioner offers 
inputs and outputs for Coax cable.

Do I need to protect the phone lines that run to my 
DVR or cable box? 

Power spikes can come through your phone line, so 
it'd be wise to invest in a surge protector or power 
conditioner that can handle phone connections.

What is voltage regulation, and is it important? 

Alt's the ability to prevent your components from receiving 
too little or too much power. Home-theater equipment 
requires consistent power for optimum performance, and the 
sensitive components may suffer damage when not enough or 
too much voltage is delivered. Most power conditioners pro- 
vide both under- and over-voltage regulation. 
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Yes, You Need To Calibrate

Why A Professional Calibration? 

• A calibration DVD might be a tempting alternative, but it won't let you adjust all of your HDTVs settings. An ISF-certified 
professional can access advanced service menus to calibrate your TV correctly. These settings aren't meant to be experi- 
mented with, so if you poke around and gain access to your TV's service menu, it's best to leave it alone. Many people 
have rendered their TVs useless because they didn't heed this warning. 

• Calibration specialists are ISF (Imaging Science Foundation)-certified, which means they are trained to use highly special- 
ized and expensive equipment to calibrate HDTVs correctly. 



Your Video May Not Be All 
That It Seems 

• Most TVs are shipped with a set stan- 
dard video mode meant for an elec- 
tronics store display — this means that 
the TV's settings are adjusted to show 
the best picture in a bright, fluores- 
cent-lit environment. Because it's un- 
likely your lighting at home matches 
the store's surroundings, you should 
have your TV professionally cali- 
brated by an ISF-certified specialist to 
accommodate your home's unique 
lighting environment. 

• An HDTVs viewing angle and your 
home-theater setup also affect how 
your HDTV should be calibrated. 
An ISF-certified professional takes 
these factors into account when 
making adjustments. 

• Although you can expect to budget 1 
to 1 5% of the purchase price of your 
television for a professional calibra- 
tion, consider it an entertainment in- 
vestment that will pay dividends for 
years to come. 



What You Can Expect 

• A calibration session includes two inputs on the set, so no matter which you 
use, you will get the best image clarity and sharpness your HDTV can provide. 

• A professional will use color analyzer equipment to objectively tune color 
saturation and temperature as precisely as possible, letting you see video 
exactly the same way it looked when it was created. 

• Your HDTVs contrast will be set up to provide greater video detail as well 
as the darkest blacks and brightest whites. 
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HDTVs 

Screen Technology 
Differences 

LCD (liquid-crystal display) 




LCDs can use one of two 
backlight technologies. 
CCFLs (cold cathode fluores- 
cent lamps) are the most 
common, but LEDs are the 
latest backlight technology to 
hit the LCD scene. (See the 
"LED" section for more info 
on LED TVs.) 
Pros 

• The thin profiles and light 
weight of LCDs make them 
easy to mount on a wall. 

• Power demands are a bit 
lower than comparably 
sized plasma displays and 
considerably lower than 
CRT televisions. 

Cons 

• Fast-moving images may 
suffer from a slight trailer 
effect, but with improved 



LCD technology, the effect 
is barely perceptible. 

• When pixels stick on or 
off, they show up as either 
a pinpoint of bright light or 
black, which can be dis- 
tracting on-screen. 

• From certain viewing an- 
gles, LCDs will lose video 
contrast and color. 

• LCDs with CCFL back- 
lighting suffer from 
leaking light, and unlike 
LEDs, they can't dim cer- 
tain areas on-screen. This 
may result in blacks and 
whites that appear to be 
more gray in color. 

Best For 

• Streaming PC content 

• Bright, sunny rooms 



LED (light-emitting diode) 



LED TVs are actually a type 
of LCD TV. These sets use 
one of two LED backlight 
technologies: 

• Full-array lighting places 
LEDs behind the screen in 
a grid pattern, letting the 
TV dim certain LEDs for 
the best contrast ratios 
available. 

• Edge-lit sets have LEDs 
placed around the frame 
of the TV, and light is 
directed toward the 
center of the screen. 
Edge-lit models cost less 
than full-array sets and 
are a lot thinner. 

Pros 

• By using LEDs, these sets 
use a lot less electricity 
than other HDTVs, and 



they don't contain harm- 
ful mercury. 

• Overall, LED TVs are one- 
third thinner than other 
LCD TVs and have longer 
life spans. 

• Plasmas are well-known for 
their deep blacks, crisp 
whites, and fast response 
times, but LED TVs closely 
match in performance. 

Cons 

• These sets are costly be- 
cause they feature a rela- 
tively new technology. 

• Blooming, or a halo effect, 
may encircle bright images 
that are on dark back- 
grounds. 

Best For 

• Eco-conscious viewers 

• Fast-paced gaming 



Plasma 



Pros 

• A plasma TV's phosphors light up 
evenly across the screen to create 
images, which are consistently 
bright and clear with vibrant 
colors. 

• The contrast ratio is high, so you'll 
see some of the darkest blacks and 
brightest whites. 



The design and technology of 

plasma TVs lend themselves to 

large screen sizes — typically 50 

inches or greater. 

Rapid pixel response means no 

blurry motion. 

Wide viewing angles give you the 

same high-quality images on-screen 

no matter where in the room you 

happen to be sitting. 



Cons 

• Some plasmas are susceptible to image 
burn-in if not cared for properly. 

• Low air pressure and high altitudes 
may cause plasmas to buzz. 

• Some plasmas have highly reflective 
glass, which isn't ideal in sunny settings. 

Best For 

• Large groups who watch TV together 

• Movies or sports with nonstop action 



RPTV (rear-projection TV) 



Pros 



RPTVs are surprisingly lightweight for 
their sizes. 

You'll find exceptional picture 
quality on very big screens (65 inches 
and larger). 



• As screens get bigger, RPTVs tend to 
be more cost-effective than an LCD, 
LED, or plasma TV. 

Cons 

• With depths of 1 6 to 24 inches, these 
TVs are far too big and bulky to 
mount on a wall.

HDTV Glossary 




alderdash! OK, HDTV 
jargon isn't quite that 
bad, but there are a few 
terms that every shopper 
needs to know. Here is 
your cheat sheet. 



aspect ratio — Put simply, it's the shape 
of the TV's screen. An HDTV has a 
wider picture than a traditional TV of 
the same vertical screen height. An 
HDTV has a 16:9 aspect ratio, meaning 
that if its screen were 16 inches wide, it 
would be 9 inches tall. A regular 4:3 
TV screen would be 12 inches wide at 
the same 9-inch height. 

HDMI (High-Definition Multimedia 
Interface) — A type of cable connec- 
tion that carries both high-resolution 
video and uncompressed multi- 
channel audio between HDTVs, 
home-theater receivers, and the other 
components required for your home- 
theater setup. HDMI cables maintain 
top picture and sound quality. 

HD tuner — A built-in tuner for receiving 
local high-def broadcast TV channels. 
You won't need one if you have cable 
or satellite service. Some more expen- 
sive HDTVs include one, but separate 
HD tuners and antennas are available if 
your TV doesn't have one. 



interlaced — When an HDTV displays 
an interlaced image, as in 1080i or 
480i resolutions, it really shows you 
every other horizontal line of a frame 
of video (called a field) at a time. Sixty 
times a second, the TV displays the 
other field of the frame, or the lines 
not shown in the previous field. 
Interlaced video can appear to flicker 
or might cause moving objects on- 
screen to have blurred edges. 

LCD (liquid-crystal display) — Like a 
notebook's screen, an LCD HDTV 
uses a fluid crystal substance to form 
pixels of color in front of a backlight. 
LCDs may not be able to match 
plasma TVs' deep black and gray 
areas, but they're lighter, sometimes 
less fragile, and considered easier to 
set up. These work better in brighter 
rooms or if you will be playing un- 
changing images on the screen for an 
extended period of time. 

plasma — Plasma TVs use a tiny tube 
of gas for each pixel, and electricity 
makes each pixel glow. Plasmas 
create deeper blacks and sometimes 
brighter colors than LCDs and have 
better contrast. These also offer 
slightly better viewing angles. How- 
ever, older or less expensive models 
can also suffer from permanent screen 



damage if an unchanging image, such 
as a TV channel's stock ticker or parts 
of certain video games, is displayed 
too long. 

progressive scan — A TV showing a pro- 
gressively scanned image, as in 1080p 
or 720p resolutions, displays a full 
frame of video (both odd-lined and 
even-lined fields) all at once. Progres- 
sive-scan video looks sharper than inter- 
laced does and doesn't flicker. 

projection — Some large-screen HDTVs 
offer lower-priced alternatives to 
LCDs or plasmas by using projection 
technologies. These technologies 
vary, but all projection TVs throw 
light on a screen from the front or 
rear. This means they are bulkier than 
plasmas or LCDs, but some sets have 
stellar picture quality. 

viewing angle — No matter where you 
sit in front of an HDTV with a wide 
viewing angle, such as 170 degrees, its 
picture should look reasonably good. 
Test this before you buy. 

widescreen — A TV or monitor that's 
wider horizontally in relation to its 
vertical height. HDTVs typically have 
a 16:9 aspect ratio rather than an 
older 4:3 display.

Focal Length 

How It Relates To Your Camera 



Much ado is made about the zoom capabilities on both point-and-shoot 
cameras and D-SLR lenses, but people often overlook the importance of 
focal length when determining the type and quality of pictures you can 
take with a given camera. Here, well explain what focal length is and 
how it comes into play when you're capturing images. 




Focal Length Defined 

Focal length is a feature of the camera lens, expressed in 
millimeters, that refers to the depth of field of the image. 
For example, a focal length of 28mm or lower is considered 
a wide-angle lens, while a focal length of 75mm or higher 
is a telephoto lens. A 50mm lens has about the same per- 
spective as the human eye. 

Essentially, any digital camera you buy will be a 35mm- 
equivalent camera, which means that the baseline focal 
length is 35mm. For example, if you have a camera with a 
5X optical zoom, the lens can make the subject appear five 
times closer for a focal length of up to 1 75mm (35mm x 5). 



Determine Your Focal Length Needs 

If you want a point-and-shoot camera and expect to snap 
photos from a long distance, opt for a camera with a 5X or 
higher optical zoom. If you're looking for removable lenses 
for your D-SLR, consider the type of photos you're planning 
to take: For sweeping shots such as landscapes, a wide-angle 
lens (28mm or lower focal length) is ideal, whereas you need 
a telephoto lens (75mm or higher focal length) to capture far 
away subjects, such as athletes at a sporting event or birds.

Do my images need to be in a certain file format be- 
fore uploading them to the Web? 



Not necessarily, though images with smaller file sizes 
will upload more quickly. In this case, you should save 
your images in a compressed format such as JPEG or TIFF.

How do I convert my image files to a different 
file format? 



Most photo-editing software lets you save your images 
as a variety of formats, such as JPEG, PNG, or TIFF. 
Other photo-editing or file-conversion software may give 
you the option to convert an entire batch of your photos 
at once. 
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Digital Imaging Glossary 




re you confused about 
what the lingo on 
camera boxes means? 
Use this glossary to 
help decode the world 
of digital imaging. 



aperture — An iris-like diaphragm opening 
that can expand and contract the lens to let 
you control the amount of light that passes 
through it, thus affecting the exposure. The 
term "f-stop" can be used interchangeably 
with aperture. 

burst mode — A camera mode that will let you 
capture several shots consecutively after 
pressing the shutter only one time. 

CCD — A charge-coupled device is a type 
of image-sensing component. It converts 
light into energy that can be stored as dig- 
ital data on your camera. 

depth of field — The area that is in focus 
in front of and beyond the subject of 
your photo. 

digital zoom — Magnifies an image digitally 
by cropping it and filling in the rest with 
interpolated pixels, thus degrading the 
quality. Even if the numbers are impres- 
sive, never choose a camera based on dig- 
ital zoom. 

f-stop — See aperture. Smaller f-stop 
numbers mean a wider lens opening; 
larger f-stop numbers mean a narrower 
lens opening. 



ISO — For digital cameras, the ISO setting 
measures the sensitivity to light (similar to 
how it does with film). Digital camera ISO 
settings, such as 200, 400, and up, should 
capture photos as if one were using film 
with such a speed. Lower ISO settings mean 
you need more light and vice versa. 

LCD — The screen on the back of the camera 
that lets you see a live-action view of your 
subject or your photo after you've taken it. 

lens — The apparatus on the front of the 
camera that gathers and directs light toward 
the imaging device. In a digital camera, 
the lens likely has both an optical and dig- 
ital zoom. 

megapixel — Approximately 1 million 
pixels. The higher the megapixel count, the 
higher the resolution and the more you can 
crop, which means (in general) better- 
quality photos. 

memory card — Because digital cameras 
have very little onboard memory, they need 
flash memory cards to store more than a 
dozen or so images. The type of memory 
card you need depends on the make and 
model of your camera. Some of the most 
popular memory cards are Secure Digital, 
MultiMedia Card, Compact Flash, and Sony 
Memory Sticks. In general, memory cards 
are quite small. 

noise — The small statistical variations among 
pixels that lead to (usually) minor distortions 
of color in a photo. 



optical zoom — The camera's mechanical 
ability to move the lens physically closer to 
your subject. With optical zoom, the higher 
the number (such as 5X or 10X), the better. 
When choosing a camera, always consider 
the optical zoom, not the digital zoom. 
Digital zoom artificially adds pixels. 

resolution — The number of pixels in an 
image. The higher the resolution, the more 
detail and quality in a photo. Resolution 
is measured in a proportion (such as 2,272 
x 1,704). 

shutter — A mechanism that opens and 
closes to allow light to pass through the 
lens. You can usually control the camera's 
shutter speed. 

shutter speed — The length of time a camera's 
shutter is open to let light through the lens and 
hit the sensor, which records the image. This 
is expressed in fractions of a second: For in- 
stance, a shutter speed of 1/250 means that 
the shutter is open for 1 /250th of a second. 

viewfinder — The small opening in the 
camera that the user looks through to frame 
a shot. Some digital cameras don't have a 
viewfinder and use only the camera's LCD 
to frame the shot. 

white balance — Light levels are adjusted 
electronically to ensure whites in a certain 
environment are pure, leading to more life- 
like colors. White balance can usually be 
manually adjusted, too.

Cut Out The Interference 

Nearly every Wi-Fi network operates on the 2.4GHz frequency, which means you'll 
be competing for signal quality with neighbors. You may also experience radio in- 
terference from common household electronics, such as microwaves, landline 
phones, baby monitors, and mobile phones. To avoid this interference, you can in- 
vest in a dual-band router, which is an 802.1 1 n wireless router that can broadcast 
on both the 2.4GHz and 5GHz frequencies. 




Requirements & Setup 

• You'll need a dual-band wireless adapter for any computer that you want to 
connect to the 5GHz wireless network. Dual-band wireless adapters are 
available as USB dongles or internal cards for desktop computers. 

• The 5GHz frequency has a smaller range than the 2.4GHz frequency (50 feet 
vs. 1 00 feet). This means the PCs that connect to the 5GHz network will 
need to be located within 50 feet of the router.

Wireless-N routers will work 
with 802.1 1 b/g network devices because they're backward- 
compatible. 



QWhat does it mean when a wireless printer has 
Bluetooth compatibility? 

A Some wireless printers will allow you to print docu- 
ments using smartphone apps. You may also be able 
to print from a PC using a Bluetooth connection, but an 
adapter for either your printer or PC may need to be pur- 
chased separately.

A Your wireless printer will include software that will 
walk you through a step-by-step process to connect 
your printer to your wireless network.

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Computing Glossary 




hopping for a computer 
can be intimidating, espe- 
cially with all of the com- 
plex terminology. Here, 
we'll explain some com- 
mon computer jargon. 



Bluetooth — A short-range wireless 
standard that connects devices such 
as computers, printers, PDAs, and dig- 
ital cameras so they can be used to- 
gether without being connected 
physically with a cord. 

broadband — Network connections that 
transmit high-speed Internet access. 
Broadband speed varies depending 
on the provider. Cable companies of- 
fer speeds of around 8 to 11Mbps, 
whereas phone companies offer DSL 
(Digital Subscriber Line), which sup- 
ports speeds of 3 to 5Mbps. 

CRT (cathode-ray tube) — An old analog 
display technology for TVs and computer 
monitors. It features an electron gun illu- 
minating phosphor dots that line the in- 
side of a glass tube. When the phosphors 
are lit, they display on-screen images. 
CRTs consume a great deal of power and 
are heavy and bulky. Many CRTs support 
digital signals, though these degrade 
when converted to analog. 

dual-core processor — This integrated 
circuit, which controls the computer, 
features two processors, each with its 



own cache, on a single die or chassis. 
In a dual-core configuration, the oper- 
ating system has two processors to 
handle instructions, speeding up the 
computer and its ability to multitask. 

Ethernet — A widely used LAN protocol 
in which computers and networks are 
physically linked with a cord. 

firewall — Hardware or software that 
limits access by a network or another 
outside source to your computer; it 
also may limit your computer's access 
to the network. These security mea- 
sures are designed to protect your com- 
puter from outsiders who'd like to 
exploit it in some way. By the same 
token, firewalls may prevent infected 
files on your computer from accessing 
the larger network and spreading the 
problem to other users. 

LAN (local-area network) — A group 
of computers that are physically 
connected by wires so they can 
communicate with one another and 
share information. 

LCD (liquid-crystal display) — This tech- 
nology sandwiches liquid crystals be- 
tween thin sheets of glass. The crystals 
twist and untwist to allow and block 
light from a backlight, forming the im- 
ages you see. LCDs are thinner, lighter, 
and consume less power than CRTs. 
Initially used mostly in notebook PCs, 



you'll now find LCD TVs and computer 
monitors, and they are also in digital 
cameras, cell phones, and portable 
DVD players, among others. 

office suite — Productivity software, 
such as Microsoft Office, StarOffice, 
and OpenOffice, that often includes 
word processing, spreadsheet, presenta- 
tion, database, and financial tools. 

operating system — The software, such 
as Windows Vista, Windows 7, or Mac 
OS X, that controls a computer and its 
peripherals and serves as the primary 
interface for the users. 

processor — Also known as a micro- 
processor or the CPU, this integrated 
circuit controls the computer. 

RAM (random-access memory) — A 

type of memory that's read from and 
written to by the CPU and hardware. 

upgradeable — This term refers to the 
ability to add or swap out hardware to 
boost a computer's performance, in- 
crease its speed, or replace a defective 
or obsolete device or component. For 
instance, you may add more memory, 
replace an old CRT with a widescreen 
LCD, or swap out an older video card 
for a newer one that features an ATSC 
TV tuner so you can watch digital TV 
on your computer. Look for a computer 
with expansion slots or empty bays.

This isn't a smartphone we're talking about. It's 
a portable gaming console. And these aren't 
bargain-bin gizmos that just play a built-in game 
or two. These are full-fledged gaming systems 
with outstanding multimedia capabilities. 

Made to play graphically intense (relatively 
speaking) games via downloads and/or discs, 
current portable consoles have advanced wide- 
screens up to 4.3 inches (measured diago- 
nally). In fact, some have resolutions almost as 
high as DVDs plus support for millions of colors.

MP3 Player 
Glossary 




ho doesn't want an MP3 player? It can help you relax, motivate 
you, and ensure you always have a song to match your mood. 
When you head to your local CE retailer to snag one, make sure 
you have this glossary so you can choose the perfect model. 



AAC — Short for Advanced Audio Cod- 
ing, this format is a competitor of the 
more common MP3 file format. It is 
the default format used by Apple. 

Click Wheel — Apple's proprietary cir- 
cular control on the front of the iPod. 

Certified For Windows Vista — A certifi- 
cation from Microsoft that ensures your 
portable devices, such as MP3 players, 
and media, such as digital music and 
videos, are compatible with each other. 
This was once called PlaysForSure. 

download — In terms of digital music, 
downloading is when you retrieve a song 
from an Internet site or another network 
connection and save it to your computer 
or portable music player. You can down- 
load songs from music Web sites such as 
iTunes, Napster, or Rhapsody. 

DRM (digital rights management) — A 

security mechanism for digital media, 
associated with copyright. A common 
DRM scheme for digital music involves 
getting a licensed file to authorize play- 
back of a free or purchased song. 

earbuds — Small, circular devices you 
put into your ears so you can listen to 
music on your player. These serve the 
same function as headphones. Many 
music players include their own ear- 
buds, but you can purchase a separate 



pair that are more comfortable or of 
better quality. 

flash memory — Solid-state memory 
with no moving parts that is lightweight 
and small. In terms of digital music 
players, a flash-based player is lighter 
and smaller than a hard drive-based 
player, and also, it won't skip. Thus, 
flash-based players are popular for use 
during exercise. However, the ca- 
pacity of a flash-based player isn't as 
large as a hard drive-based player. 

FM tuner — If your music player has a 
built-in FM tuner, you will be able to 
listen to music that is broadcast from 
local radio stations. 

hard drive — Storage that consists of 
rigid platters inside a fixed casing. 
In terms of digital music players, a 
hard drive-based player is larger and 
heavier than a flash-based player. 
Because of the moving parts (the plat- 
ters), hard drive-based players are also 
prone to skipping. However, their ca- 
pacities are much larger than those of 
flash-based players. 

iTunes — An application that is down- 
loaded onto your computer and lets 
you play, organize, download, and pur- 
chase music, videos, podcasts, and 
television shows on your portable 
media player or computer. 




MP3 — Perhaps the most popular digital 
audio encoding format. It compresses 
audio to about one-twelfth the original 
size while still providing excellent 
sound. In general, a 1MB MP3 file will 
last about one minute. 

play list — A queue of songs a user 
creates to play on a computer, burn to 
a CD, or transfer to an MP3 player. The 
p lay I i st includes only directions to 
the location of the songs, not the 
songs themselves. 

podcast — A downloadable episode that 
is similar to a radio program. A user can 
subscribe to a podcast for updated 
episodes, or she can download pod- 
casts one at a time. 

screen — The display on the front of a 
portable music player. A player's screen 
can either display in color or black 
and white. 

WMA — Windows Media Audio is a 
digital audio format created by Microsoft. 

widescreen — A screen with a 1 6:9 as- 
pect ratio.

Although they never entirely went away, turntables are 
making a comeback thanks to audiophiles seeking the 
warmer audio quality that analog LPs offer vs. digital files, 
younger users curious to what the hype is all about, and the 
modern features manufacturers have added to bring conven- 
tional turntables into today's digital age. When buying a 
turntable, consider the following advice. 



Ports. Beyond playin 
modern turntables in- 
tegrate features tied to 
digital music.

Every turntable owner should invest in a wet and/or dry 
cleaning brush and cleaning fluid specifically made for LPs.

A Nearly all weather stations list both indoor and out- 
door temperatures as well as the time. Many models 
also feature a three- or four-day weather forecast with condi- 
tion icons, such as the sun or clouds with rain, and the day's 
expected high temperature.

Can a weather station also measure humidity , heat 
index, wind, and other climate conditions? 



A Yes, if a weather station supports the use of thermo- 
hygro sensors to receive dew point, atmospheric, or 
barometric readings, it will display additional condition 
information. 



Q 



How does a weather station know what the tem- 
perature is? 



A To detect the current outdoor temperature, most 
weather stations use a wireless sensor that you place 
outside to receive temperature information. These sensors 
have a range of up to 330 feet. An additional sensor on 
the weather station will determine the current indoor tem- 
perature.

Why is the transmission range of the weather sta- 
tion's wireless sensor important? 



A If the range of the wireless sensor is too short, you may 
be limited to placing the sensor in areas that don't re- 
flect the true air temperature, such as near pavement or in a 
regularly sunny area.

A By connecting to the Internet, a weather station can 
receive detailed forecasts from the National Weather 
Service or other professional organizations.

• Side-by-side models are split in half vertically, with the 
freezer on the left side and fridge on the right 

• French-door models have a top fridge compartment split

Networkina 







Consumer electronics devices are con- 
necting to the Web to bring all kinds of 
new features to traditional devices, such 
as audio and video streams to your 
home theater, Internet-based weather re- 
ports to radios and stereos, photo-sharing 
to digital photo frames, and 
more. But things get tricky 
when it comes to net- 
working these devices, 
which are often dis- 
tributed throughout 
the house. 

Wireless is great, but 
only the latest wireless net- 
ing gear can handle the high band- 
width of HD content. Using wired 
Ethernet is a more reliable and robust 
means, but installing an Ethernet jack in 
every room could be pricey and 
labor-intensive. But with a pow- 
erline network, you can keep 
your connected devices online 
without knocking holes in 
your walls or upgrading your 
entire home network. Read on 
to find out how powerline net- 
working combines the bandwidth of 
wired networks with the ease of use re- 
quired for a Wi-Fi network. 

Online Outlets 

A powerline network relies on an- 
other kind of network that all homes 
already include by default, the power 
network. The electrical system in your 



home consists of one or more fuse 
boxes and copper wiring that runs be- 
tween each power outlet to give your 
electronics the current they require to 
operate. A powerline network simply 
taps into this existing network and uses 
the copper wiring to pass data bits be- 
tween powerline network adapters. 
Powerline adapters utilize a technology 
called OFDM (orthogonal frequency- 
division multiplexing), which enables 
the copper wiring to carry multiple data 
streams even while powering appli- 
ances and devices throughout your 
home. The latest devices also work in- 
dependent of line voltage and current 
frequency to provide a consistent and 
reliable networking experience. 

This Internet access solution makes a lot 
of sense because there's always an outlet 
near the computer and another outlet 
near the Internet-enabled devices you'll 
likely be using. And if you can plug in a 
power adapter and an Ethernet cable, 
you can install and configure a powerline 
network yourself in minutes. 

Powerline Particulars 

To build your own powerline network, 
all you need is a pair of powerline net- 
work adapters, which are typically 
sold in pairs. Do note that you'll need 
an additional powerline adapter for 
each additional device you want to 
connect to the network beyond the first 
device. Installation generally involves 
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plugging a powerline adapter into a 
wall outlet near the PC and running a 
short length of Ethernet cable between 
the powerline adapter and your 
router. To complete the network setup, 
simply plug a second powerline net- 
work adapter (which will be the same 
brand and model as the powerline 
adapter plugged in near the PC) into 
an outlet near the Internet-enabled 
device, such as a gaming console in 
the home theater, and run a short 
length of Ethernet cable between the 
device and the adapter. 

Powerline's Pros 

Powerline networking's biggest ben- 
efit for users is that it requires no new 
wires to work. And it's no bandwidth 
slouch either; powerline networking 
equipment that adheres to the Home- 
Plug AV specification can handle 
bandwidth-hungry HD video content 
streaming between 200Mbps and up 
to 1,000Mbps. Because power lines 
can be shared between businesses 
and homes, many powerline adapters 
have built-in encryption that lets you 
secure data traffic with the touch of 
a button. 

Powerline adapters are generally com- 
patible with any device that communi- 
cates over a standard Ethernet port, 
such as desktop and notebook PCs, 
game consoles, DVRs, network storage 
devices, set-top boxes, Web-enabled 
TVs, and more. Some powerline adapt- 
ers also provide power, freeing up an 
outlet for another device. 

Additional features you'll find on pow- 
erline networking equipment include 
an auto detection capability, which 
makes setting up a powerline network 
plug-and-play simple, and an auto 
sensor capability, which automatically 



configures the network speed based on 
current conditions. 



Networking Simplified 

Powerline networks offer many of the 
same benefits you'll experience with 



other networking technologies with 
few of the drawbacks. In fact, you 
might say powerline is the network 
lifeline your home theater has been
